RPD Expands Service To Meet 
New CCW Law Requirements 


On August 13, Gary Harris and 
Derek Humphrey — records clerks for 
the Romulus Police Department — were 
sworn in as special deputies for the 
Wayne County Sheriff's Department. 
Their new appointment allows them to 
fingerprint people applying for a permit 
to carry a concealed weapon. 

"The new CCW laws, which went 
into effect in July, have resulted in such 
an enormous volume of permit appli- 
cants in Wayne County thatthe Sheriff's 
Department cannot keep up with the 
process," explained RPD Commander 
Eric D. Painter. “The County has asked 
local police agencies to assist them by 
doing the fingerprinting and local back- 
groundchecks, and Mayor William Oak- 
ley and Chief Charles Kirby have agreed 
to cooperate." 

Humphrey would like to remind ev- 
eryone that he and Harris will be able to 
service only applicants who are Romu- 
lus residents. Fingerprinting hours are 
Mondays from 1 to5 p.m. and Wednes- 
days from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. Applicants 
are urged to call ahead (734-942-6854) 
to schedule an appointment, since walk- 
in requests during the designated appli- 
cation hours will be accepted only as 
schedules permit. Cost of fingerprinting 
is $15. Applicants must bring cash or a 
check or money order made payable to 
the City of Romulus Police Department. 

Humphrey also noted that Tuesday 
and Thursday will remain the desig- 
nated days for obtaining purchase per- 


mits and registering firearms. The cost 
of a permit to purchase a firearm is still 
$11. All guns registered with the RPD 
will receive a free cable lock.

Summer Seat-belt Enforcement 

Commander Painter reports that 
the Romulus Police Department is con- 
tinuing its campaign to encourage mo- 
torists to wear their seat-belts and to 
issue traffic citations to those motorists 
who ignore the law. 

"We recently concluded a three- 
week enforcement period in which over 
250 motorists were cited for failing to 
wear their seat-belts," he stated. 

According to Painter, the enforce- 
ment activities are made possible by a 
traffic-safety grant from the Office of 
Highway Safety Planning. 

"The grant allowed over 150 hours 
of extra patrols, with a specific target of 
motorists who still don't wear their seat- 
belts," he explained. "Although Michi- 
gan law requires drivers and passen- 
gers to wear their seat-belts, recent 
surveys conducted in the City of Romu- 
lus found that only 80% to 87% of mo- 
torists voluntarily comply with the law. 
The grant is designed to impact those 
who continue to ignore the law.” 

The department will continue its 
seat-belt enforcement activities with an 
additional 200 hours of extra patrols 
through the Labor Day weekend.

Don't Miss the Testing Deadline! 
Pass Your GED Before January

Are you someone who didn't get 
your high-school diploma because 
you: (a) became pregnant; (b) got 
married; (c) needed to work to give 
your family financial assistance; or 
(d) are part of a family that moved 
around a lot? If you answered "yes" 
to any one of these questions, you 
are not alone. Two out of three so- 
called “dropouts” had to leave high 
school because of other demands in 
their lives. They weren't “dropping 
out"; they were "helping out" with 
their families! 

lt doesn't matter why you left 
high school; if you've always wanted 
to complete your high-school educa- 
tion, now is your chance, because 
the Romulus & Van Buren Adult and 
Community Education program is 
offering morning, afternoon, and 
evening GED preparation classes 
beginning this month. Participants 
should register and start attending 
class by September 1; the GED test 
will be given in October. 

Just think: You can have your 
GED certificate before the end of the 
year! 


Many people are unaware that 
the current GED testis being changed 
and that the new test will start in 
January. If you've taken the old test 
and passed some sections, those 
passing scores will not count toward 
successful completion of the new 
test. That's one of many reasons that 
we're encouraging anyone who wants 
to earn a GED certificate (which is 
“equal to" a high-school! diploma) to 
register now for the fall class. 

The GED prep course that starts 
this month runs twice a week for 10 
weeks. If you are 20 or older, the 
class is free (the State of Michigan 
pays your tuition). You do not have to 
live in Romulusto take these classes. 

Most of the GED students in the 
Romulus/Van Buren program are 
balancing busy schedules with fam- 
ily and work responsibilities, and 
many have been out of school for 10 
to 20 years. Adult Education teach- 
ers understand this.
